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Cat traps ready for 
loan as soon as

Stray feline population still 
a major issue for Didsbury

entrance that swings shut 
when a cat enters the trap 
in search of food and steps 
on a pad inside to set off 
the mechanism. 

Once a cat is trapped, a 
peace officer must he 
called immediately to col¬ 
lect the animal. 

If the cat is a missing pet, 
peace officers can return it 
to its home if possible, and 
if it is a domesticated stray, 
the cat will be brought to 
the humane society in 
Calgary, where it can be 
taken care of and adopted 
into a good home. 

Feral kittens are often 
easy to tame and can be 
put up for adoption as well, 
but if the cat is too feral, it 
may be euthanized. 

“The cat population is 
where it’s at because peo¬ 
ple let their cats out, or 
people don’t want their 
cats anymore and just let 
them go,” said Peace 
Officer Melissa Trotter. “A 
lot of times the cats are not 


fixed either." 

Last year, Trotter said 
she trapped anywhere 
between 40 and 70 cats in 
Didsbury, yet there is still a 
notable population of fer- 
als and strays regardless. 

“The thing is, the females 
aren’t fixed,” said Trotter. 
“I could catch 10 cats in a 
day, hut there are three or 
four females out there that 
are pregnant, and they 
could have a litter of up to 
eight kittens. You just can’t 
keep up sometimes." 

Stray cats have also been 
the cause of annoyance for 
residents during the 
warmer months, as the 
felines have been known to 
destroy gardens and leave 
smells around homes and 
businesses. 

Trotter stressed that hav¬ 
ing your pet cat spayed or 
neutered is a great way to 
help keep the stray popula¬ 
tion down, and to make 
sure you cat is registered 
with the town. 


Despite a few surprise 
snowfalls, spring is right 
around the corner, and 
with the warm weather 
comes a constant reminder 
of the feral and stray cat 
population in Didsbury. 

To help combat the 
homeless feline population 
and help give the cats the 
aid they may need, the 
Town of Didsbury will once 
again be lending out cat 
traps provided by the 
Didsbury Peace (ifficers. 

The traps will be avail¬ 
able once the weather has 
been above zero degrees 
consecutively each night 
for seven days. 

There will be three 
durable traps available that 
can be signed out at the 
town office for a $100 safe¬ 
ty deposit. 

The traps are cages with 
a carrier handle and a trap

cle patrol, and he hopes to 
develop a school bicycle 
awareness program. 

Although he works out of 
Didsbury, all his work will 
be concentrated in the 
Carstairs area. His sched¬ 
ule will include day shifts 
and night shifts. 

Krasniuk has been with 
the Didsbury detachment 
for the past two years. He 
is originally from southeast 
Manitoba, near Winnipeg. 
Before he joined the RCMP, 
he was a volunteer fire¬ 
fighter and self-employed 
gunsmith. 

“I’m all over the place 
with hunting, fishing or 
anything outdoorsy," he 
said. “That’s what I’m all 
about. My three sons enjoy 
those activities with me.” 

Mayor Lance Colby said 
he’s looking forward to 
having a full-time police 
officer in town. “It’s impor¬ 
tant for the town, as it con¬ 
tinues to grow,” he said. 
“Our goal has always been 
to have a safe community 


for families.” 

He outlined specific pri¬ 
orities that include crime 
prevention, education and 
drug enforcement. “Those 
are the key issues," Mayor 
Colby said. “We would like 
to see Constable Krasniuk 
get to know the youth in 
our area and be a mentor to 
them.”

Drug debate 
far from over 

A recent call by several 
leading Canadian public 
health officials urging Ml’s to 
rethink the nation’s illegal 
drug laws is likely to fall on 
deaf ears with the Harper 
Tories - especially with the 
Conservatives recently mov¬ 
ing toward an even more 
‘tough-on-crime’ agenda. 

Last week medical officers 
of health from several 
provinces published an arti¬ 
cle in the national Open 
Medicine magazine questioning Canada’s current 
drug policies. 

The doctors say measures such as increased 
criminal sanctions against offenders have failed 
to limit the availability of drugs and have, in turn, 
created opportunities for organized crime. 

“Basically what we're saying is that we don't 
think that the model we're using is particularly 
effective,” said Dr. Perry Kendall, British 
Columbia's chief medical officer of health. 

“In fact, there's some evidence that it's very 
ineffective and creates a whole class of harms 
which wouldn't be there if we weren't dealing 
with drugs in this particular way.” 

The doctors are calling on MPs to have another 
look at Canada’s drug policies, and in particular 
whether illegal drug use should be treated more 
as a matter of health care rather than as a matter 
of crime and punishment. 

With a big part of their recent agenda being the 
targeting of illegal drugs and those who use them, 
it’s not at all surprising that the Conservatives do 
not appear swayed by the doctors’ call. 

In fact, the Harper government has already 
moved to toughen existing dmg possession laws, 
with mandatory minimum sentences part of the 
federal crime bill that was given Royal Assent last 
month. 

Yet if, as the physicians argue, tougher drug 
laws and penalties are not leading to reduced 
drug use, isn’t it time to at very least examine 
alternative solutions? 

And if those solutions could include a marked 
reduction in the power and control of organized 
crime in urban and rural communities, then all 
the better for the community at large. 

The fight against illegal drug use in Canada has 
traditionally focused on ideology, with govern¬ 
ments arguing that since drugs are illegal they 
should be fought with all available resources. 

Yet with the fight against drugs already costing 
Canadian taxpayers huge amounts of money and 
resources, including countless hours of police 
time and the need to keep thousands of drug 
offenders in jails and prisons, doesn’t it only 
make sense to look for possible long-term 
solutions? 

The debate over illegal dmg use in Canada has 
been ongoing for years. Maybe it’s time for that 
debate to start focusing a little less on politics 
and a little more on dollars, cents and health 
care.

The biggest carbon bomb is misinformation

Donna LaFromboise, 
William Kay and others 
have exposed environmen¬ 
talists and the IPCC global 
warming scam. 

These “scientists" cited 
their own unpublished and 
non-peer reviewed 

‘research’, and acted as 
their own ‘editors.’ It has 
become clear that the 
biggest ‘carbon bomb’ is 
disinformation. 

And look out if you pub¬ 
licly disagree with AGW! 
SLAPP suit coming your 
way to silence you - 
Strategic Lawsuit Against

Disinformation and public 
myth-making have left peo¬ 
ple believing that carhon 
dioxide (€02) is a pollu¬ 
tant. Or that carbon diox¬ 
ide exists in overwhelming 
volume. 

Carbon dioxide is a trace 
gas in the air - an essential 
one for all of life at that.

He points out that the 
modelers have misinter¬ 
preted the water feedback 
loop in the upper tropo¬ 
sphere, assuming that a 
nominal increase in €02 
would cause a large 
increase in water vapour, 
that they have mishandled 
rainfall processes and that 
they “... lack an under¬ 
standing and treatment of 
the fundamental role of the 
deep ocean circulation (i.e. 
Meridional Overturning 
Circulation - MOC) and 
how the changing ocean 
circulation (driven by 
salinity variations) can 
bring about wind, rainfall, 
and surface temperature 
changes independent of 
radiation and greenhouse 
gas changes. These ocean 
processes are not properly 
incorporated in their 


models.” 

If this is the case, you 
say, then why do the 
AGW - human-caused 
global warming commen¬ 
taries and government 
climate change initiatives 
continue? 

The answer is found in a 
Harper’s magazine article 
of February 2010 “Conning 
the Climate: Inside the car¬ 
bon-trading shell game”. 

In it, author Mark 
Schapiro tags along with an 
‘emissions assessor’ to var¬ 
ious global work sites. At 
each one this individual 
sets out to prove that GHG 
emissions do not exist, but 
would have if different 
technology had been used. 
The assessor then docu¬ 
ments that whatever emis¬ 
sions the new technology 
puts out is evidence that 
something worse didn’t 
happen. 

That premise is worth 
lots of money. 

Sound like a lot of hot 
air? If you follow the 
money, the trail leads 
straight to the UN and Wall 


Street...again. 

The UN has established 
some 26 firms. They are 
called Designated 

Operational Entities. Their 
employees are called 
“validators”. 

They review industrial 
project proposals to ensure 
that new technology 
included in the project will 
cut emissions. These val¬ 
idators will later have to 
verify that the supposedly 
cut emissions didn’t 
happen. 

Then they will also prove 
‘additionality;’ that is, that 
the renewable energy proj¬ 
ect would not happen with¬ 
out the capital generated 
by selling carbon credits. 
Shapiro cites an example 
where a project had a goal 
of not producing 67,000 
tons of carbon dioxide. 

Do some math. Those 
invisible tons of carbon 
dioxide are worth $22 per 
ton. That equals carbon 
credits of some $1.5 
million. 

Who is buying and selling 
these carbon credits? 


Financial houses like 
Cantor Fitzgerald (Cantor 
C02/bgc), Goldman Sachs 
(Blue Source) and JP 
Morgan (Eco-Seeurities). 

Hey - these are the same 
guys that just plunged the 
world into a global reces¬ 
sion with their sub-prime 
mortgage bundle scams - 
now they art* literally deal¬ 
ing in hot air! In Europe, 
now traders are even steal¬ 
ing this hot air! Yet look - 
there are guides for 
‘responsible purchasing’ of 
this invisible byproduct of 
life itself. 

So many people have 
bought into the myth of 
humans causing global 
warming. You want to get 
elected? You want to sell 
anything these days? Put a 
“green” eco-tag on it and 
blather something about 
reducing emissions.

We humble taxpayers 
pay the ‘eco-taxes’ on it all 
while these eco-gods, 
investment firms and grant 
recipients laugh all the way 
to the bank. Whatever hap¬ 
pened to the proofs 
required of the scientific 
method? How did lawsuits 
and popular opinion 
become the means of 
‘rational’ decision-making? 
SLAPP suits are the new 
scientific method it seems. 
Now ‘free’ speech will cost 
you a lot of money.

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PC candidate 
opens Olds office 


NDP has ‘practical and 
attainable commitments’

PC candidate Darcy 
Davis officially opened his 
office on Olds’ main street 
last Saturday. 

Deputy Premier Doug 
Horner was present to lend 
his support to Davis and 
about 30 people attended 
the event. 

“It is fabulous to have the 
kind of quality candidates 
like Davis that are running 
for our party," said Homer. 

“Premier Redford is 
extremely proud of our 
entire list of candidates." 

Davis has already been 
campaigning for the last 
couple of months in the 
constituency. 

“My wife and I have been 
out door knocking in the 
constituency. We are get¬ 
ting a good response. We 
know we have work to do," 
he said. 

“We really want to hear 
from the constituents 
about what their concerns 
and issues are." 

Because of the campaign, 
Davis spends more time in 
Olds than he does at his 
Acme home. 

“W’e are not at home. We 
are out and about. This is 
what it is going to be," said 
Davis. 

“I am making a commit¬ 


ment to the people in the 
constituency that 1 will get 
to the edges. Then, 1 will be 
in the middle and at the 
edges and where 1 need to 
be, when I need to be 
there." 

Davis believes that the 
Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills 
constituency is facing five 
nuyor issues: senior care, 
education, property rights, 
agriculture, and the Olds 
overpass. He believes that 
the province should build 
more long-term care 
facilities. 

“We need care facilities 
for people with dementia, 
Alzheimer’s, those kinds of 
serious concerns," said 
Davis. 

Moreover, he wants the 
government to intprove 
home care, so that seniors 
can stay at home longer. 

Regarding education, 
Davis wants to update 
aging facilities and 
build new ones in the 
constituency. 

Davis also wants to make 
sure that property rights 
are respected. 

“We have some work to 
do around that, to make 
sure people understand 
planning and those things 
that will be coming for¬ 
ward in the future,” he 
said. 

“We have some great 


opportunities to conserve 
number one farmland, 
some great opportunities 
to set aside land for some 
recreation possibly.” 

As a farmer himself, agri¬ 
culture is always at the 
forefront of Davis’s mind. 

“We need to get our mar¬ 
kets in Asia set up and 
going well. We just can’t 
take what we have got 
going right now for grant¬ 
ed,” he said. 

“We have good prices but 
that might not last. We real¬ 
ly need to keep working on 
agriculture, add some 
value here in Alberta, and 
keep it going.” 

As for the Olds overpass, 
Davis said he would be 
pushing it as hard as he 
can. 

Both Davis and Homer 
answered questions from 
the public during the office 
opening. 

“Our job is to make sure 
that Albertans have the 
right information, that they 
understand where we are 
going and what we stand 
for," said Horner. 

“It is easy to understand 
what people are against. It 
is difficult to understand 
sometimes what people are 
for.” 

Both Horner and Davis 
said they were looking for¬ 
ward to the election. 


Rowe confident in 
Wildrose’s chances

Not only is Wildrose can¬ 
didate Bruce Rowe confi¬ 
dent that he can win the 
()lds-Didsbury-Three Hills 
riding, he is also confident 
his party can gain a majori¬ 
ty of the province’s seats 
and sweep aside 41 years 
of consecutive PC party 
rule in Alberta once the 
votes are tallied on April 
23. 

“I wouldn't be doing this 
if I didn’t think we had a 
good shot at forming the 
next government. It’s not 
just a matter of winning the 
riding here, there through¬ 
out the province, it’s a mat¬ 
ter of winning enough seats 
to form a majority govern¬ 
ment and I believe that's 
attainable. We’re feeling 
good about our campaign, 
my chances, and we’re 
hearing from a number of 
people that it’s time for a 
change,” he said recently in 
an interview with the 
Gazette. 

Rowe has been knocking 
on doors for some time 
prior to the writ being 
dropped, and he said peo¬ 


ple have been giving 
encouraging responses, 
although they are undecid¬ 
ed, he said. Rowe said that 
since this is the first time in 
a long while the PCs have 
had a legitimate opposi¬ 
tion, people are giving 
some thought to marking 
their ballot beside a 
Wildrose candidate’s 
name. 

Rowe set>s the Wildrose 
as going back to true fiscal 
conservatism that takes the 
tough choices and elimi¬ 
nates what he calls the 
“waste in a number of 
areas." 

“We’re back to true fiscal 
conservatism and I think 
the existing government 
has gotten away from that. 
What we can offer is what I 
would term as ‘true democ¬ 
racy.’ Our MLAs will go to 
Edmonton and we'll vote 
the way our constituents 
want us to vote," he said. 

Rowe said he doesn’t see 
any weaknesses in the 
party’s policy or roster of 
candidates, saying that 
each person has abundant 
experience in a diverse 
range of areas. 

Rowe, for example, has 


10 years experience in 
municipal government, 
while other candidates 
have experience in other 
industries, such as educa¬ 
tion. the oil and gas indus¬ 
try, health care, among 
others. 

“There’s a broad spec¬ 
trum of experience that’s 
just waiting to get to work 
to make the system better,” 
he said. 

Rowe said he believes 
the Wildrose’s election 
numbers of about 20 per 
cent of the popular vote it 
received in 2008 can be 
vastly improved. I le is also 
encouraged by polls show¬ 
ing that it’s virtually a dead 
heat with the PCs. Having 
said that, however, Rowe is 
taking nothing for granted 
and is running as though 
the party is 20 points 
behind in the polls. He is 
meeting as many people as 
he can and will be criss¬ 
crossing the riding over the 
next three weeks trying to 
spread the Wildrose 
message. 

“We’re approaching it ... 
like we’re 20 points behind, 
and we’re going all out," he 
said.

As a parent, Krezanowski 
sees education - both at 
the early childhood level 
and post-secondary level - 
as one of the best invest¬ 
ments the government can 
make in its citizens. 

“There’s no more impor¬ 
tant investment in our 
future than in the educa¬ 
tion of our children," she 
said. 

Re-regulating electricity 
is another plank of the 
NDP platform that

Krezanowski sees as 
important. 

She said higher prices 
have hurt all Albertans and 
should be brought under 
control. 

“The party platform is to 
regulate those prices again 
in Alberta to ensure that 
we have stable prices and 
that all of us can afford 
those costs ... because 
right now we’re paying the 
highest real costs for 
power in Canada and I 
don’t think that’s the way it 
should be," she said. 

Health care is also at the 
top of the NDP agenda. 


Krezanowski said the party 
wants to improve the sys¬ 
tem so that everybody can 
get the access they need, 
when they need it. 

“We want to improve on 
our public health-care sys¬ 
tem, to provide more 
responsive health care that 
provides both quality care 
inside and outside of hospi¬ 
tals,” she said. 

Krezanowski said she 
plans on attending all the 
forums that are scheduled 
for the riding, and is 
attempting to talk to as 
many people as possible 
about the NDP’s priorities. 

Krezanowski has a B.A. 
from the University of 
Alberta in psychology and 
women’s studies. 

She has worked with 
clients in the mental 
health, child and family 
services, and school 
fields. 

She currently works for 
the Government of Alberta 
delivering front-line servic¬ 
es, helping to connect them 
to the programs that would 
most help them with issues 
they are facing.

For Liberal party candi¬ 
date Garth Davis, health 
care is the major issue that 
is facing not only the Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills con¬ 
stituency, but also Alberta. 

“It does not matter if it’s 
rural or city. You still have 
the health-care issues. We 
are not treating our seniors 
very well,” he said. 

“Our facilities here are a 
mess. They are not clean 
enough. They are not prop¬ 
erly maintained.” 

While the liberal party 
has many solutions to fix 
the health-care system, pri¬ 
vatization is not one of 
them. 

“1 am totally against the 
health-care privatization 
that Wildrose is propos¬ 
ing," said Davis. “All it does 
is kill the public system." 

He believes that one way 
of streamlining the health¬ 
care system is to adopt a 
health card similar to the 
one that’s used in France. 

“It’s like a VISA card, 
with a security-encoded 
chip. On that chip is your 
complete health care histo¬ 
ry," said Davis. 

“If you ever are in a car 
accident, what happens is 
you put that card into the 
EMS card-reader and 
there’s your whole history. 
You gel lo the hospital, you 
put the card into the card- 
reader and there’s your 
history." 


Davis says that Albertans 
need to realize that under 
the present government, 
there were tremendous 
cutbacks to health and 
education. 

“In education, they 
stopped funding mainte¬ 
nance and repairs for 
schools, colleges, and uni¬ 
versities," he said.

“That’s why colleges and 
universities have to charge 
such high tuition fees 
because they have to get 
money from the students to 
repair and fix their 
facilities.” 

Davis has been involved 
in provincial politics for 
the past 12 years. He was 
the Liberal candidate for 
the Innisfail-Sylvan Lake 
riding in the 2008 Alberta 
general elections. He fin¬ 
ished second, with 13.88 
per cent of the votes. 

“I decided to get involved 
because 1 didn't like some 
of the policies that were 
being put on hy the 


Progressive Conservative 
government," said Davis. 

“I have lived and worked 
in tl\e area for 35 years. I 
know the area very well. I 
know a lot of residents.” 

Davis taught agricultural 
management for 35 years at 
Olds College and still farms 
10 miles east of Innisfail. 

“I have a master’s degree 
in fanning and economics,” 
he said. 

“I have also taught busi¬ 
ness management and eco¬ 
nomics. I have always been 
teaching in the business 
area.” 

Frequent conversations 
with his students have kept 
him up to date on agricul¬ 
tural issues facing farmers 
and ranchers. 

“One thing I want to put 
more emphasis on are Bills

Davis will be visiting the 
Olds Municipal Library this 
Wednesday between 5:30 
p in. and 6:30 p in. to talk 
with constituents. He will 
also participate in the can¬ 
didates’ debate on the 
same day at the Olds 
College Alumni Centre.
